JAPAN. 
YOKONAMA. 
The present French [mail brings advices from this port to the 


12th November ; the French mail from London Sept. 13 arrived 
out on the 31st Oct., and the following P. and O. mail of Sept. 
20 on the 7th Nov. The following items of news are from the 


Japan Herald :— 

Some controversy has been g»ing on respecting the recent 
changes at the Nanko, or Imperial College at Yedo, over which 
Mr. Verbeck, a naturalised American gentleman, presides, A 
short time ago there were a few Englishmen employed as teachers ; 
these, however (their time of service expiring), have not been 
re-engaged, Americans having been engaged instead. A number 
of letters from Mr. Verbeck, vindicating his condnct in the 
rae, together with replies from the other side, have been pub- 
ished. 5 

Active preparations are being made by the Government in 
order to have Japan fully represented at the forthcoming Austrian 
Exhibition. It is said that Sawa, Okuma, and probably Arisagawa- 
no-Miya, are the commissioners selected to visit it, and that they 
leave Japan for Europe in the course of two months. Quantities 
of goods, principally from Osaka and Kioto, are continually arriv- 
ing in Yedo, and have been placed in a large yash’ki near to the 
Tokeifu. The public will be allowed to inspect the articles before 
they are shipped. 

Permits to allow foreigners to visit places of interest outside 
of treaty limits, which have before been almost inv fably granted 
when requested, have now been refused, in coAsequence of a 
member of the community making an improper Ase of one. 

It is stated that the Japanese Government ‘have obtained a 
credit of one million dollars, in order to sustain the value of 
nstive coinage, and to prevent it falling below a certain value, 
and also for the purpose of enabling them to pay for shipments 
of bullion made on their account. 

The native town has been for some nights illuminated by 
gas, manufactured by a native company, under foreign re 
vision. The gas is of fair quality, and is greatly appreciated by 
the natives. A committee from the foreign community has the 
subject of lighting the European settlement in hand, and it is 
not improbable that it may be lit with gas duane the winter. 

The autumn meeting of the Yokohama Race Club commenced 
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on the 30th Oct., and ended on the lst Nov. The meetiug on the 
whole was successful, and on the third day H. E. Oye Tak, the 
Governor of Kanagawa, together with other officials, and Sanjo 
Daijin, the Prime Minister, attended, and seemed greatly in- 
terested in the various events. The “Kencho Cup,” a prize 
awarded by the Governor for a race, was presented to the winner 
by Mrs. Oye Tak. ; 

. Ameeting of the Yokohama branoh of the Asiatic Society was 
héld on 30th Oct., presided over by Me. Watson, H.B.M.’s Charge 
d’Affairs. Papers were read by Mr. E. Satow, on the Loo Choo 
a and by Dr. Hadlow, on the Hyalonema Mirabilis, or glass 
coral, : 

The British Consulate was broken open during the night of 
the 4th Nov., and a sum to the extent of $300 was stolen. The 
thieves have not yet heen caught. 

The Ly-ee-moon, which was bought some years ago by the 
Japanese from Messrs. Dent and Co., for $180,000, has lately been 
re-sold for a sum under $30,000. 

Hyashi, interpreter at the Saibansho, has been appointed 
Japanese Vice-Consul at Hong Kong. 

The following is from the Japan Mail:— 

Annexed is the correspondence addressed to the committee 
appointed to address Mr. Watson and Sir Edmund Hornby on 
the question of the arrest and imprisonment of Mr. Cousens. It 
seems to have been given to the public without the permission 
of the committee, and in defiance of a promise that it should be 
withheld until that permission was granted. Let us hope that 
some possible forgetfulness can be pleaded to excuse the act :— 

GENTLEMEN,—As the Memorial which you have presented to me 
refers to a matter of a@ judicial nature, and as all snch cases in which 
Her Majesty’s subjects ia Japan are concerned come under the cogni- 
sance of the Chief Judge of Her Majesty's Supreme Court of China 
and Japan, I shall refer this Memorial to Sir Edmund Hornby, and 
shall in due course transmit to you any observations which be may have 
to make upon it.—I have the honour to remain, Gentlemen, your obe- 
dient servant, R. G. Watson. 

GENTLEMEN,—As I have learnt from the newspapers the object of 
the Memorial you desire to present to me, I may at once say that I 
cannot receive it If Mr. Cousens desired to question the legality of 
the decision of the Consul, it was quite open to him to do so in the 
way pointed out in the Order in Council. The course now pursued 
can have no other object than to put pressure on a judge to depart from 
the ordinary course of procedure, and to induce him to submit his 
judgment to the wishes or desires of a public meetiny, got up, not with 
a view to a fair and impartial inquiry, but for the purpose of giving 
effect to a predetermined judgment founded on one-sided evidence. 
Such a course is entirely un-English (although in politica it may be 
becoming a favourite mode of proceeding with a certain class), but as 
far as my influence extends it shull never become a practice in judicial 
proceedings.—I am, Gentlemen, your obedient servant, 

Epmunp Horney, Chief Judge. 

Sir Edmund Hornby’s reply merits the attentive consideration 
of the British community. To that considerable and not unim- 
portant section of it comprising those whose signatures are at- 
tached to the Memorial. a gross and unnecessary discourtesy has 
heen addressed. We fail to see anything wrong or offensive in 
the Memorial itself, or in the mode in which it was brought under 
Sir Edmund Hornby’s notice. Whatever error, if any, has been 
committed, was an error of judgment merely ; at the most a mis- 
taken view of the manner in which the complaint against the 
proceedings in Mr. Cousens’s case ought to have been preferred. 
Such error of judgment might be a good reason for refusing to 
receive the Memorial, but neither explains nor justifies the stu- 
died and extremely unintelligent discourtesy with which that 
refusal was accompanied. Nodoubt Mr. Cousens was techuically 
wrong in not availing himself of the mode pointed out, very 
vaguely, it is true, but still pointed out, in the rules of procedure 
for appealing from the decision against him. His error on a 
mere matter of procedure, and under circumstances when profes- 
sional advice was unattainable, is surely hardly advanced by Sir 
Edmund Hornby as conclusive against all further notice being by 
any possibility taken of the case. 

Owing to an exposé made by Mr. Dickins when the Maria Luz 

case was being heard, the Government has been induced to tem- 
Porarily close the Yoshiwarra, and to announce that it will no 
onger sanctivn and enforce prostitution contracts. Those con- 
tracts already existing are being disposed of by the Judicial de- 
partment. the women being called up and interrogated—as to how 
loug they have been under contract ; how much they were sold 
for; and how much—if any—they owe to their purchaser. Answers 
having been given, an amicable arrangement is made, the purchaser 
receiving a proportion of his purchase money back, and the woman 
being free to occupy herself as she may be inclined. The Geishas 
or singing girls are now being freed, but they generally manifest 
& strong desire to carry on their previous business. 





NAGASAKI. 

We have advices from this port to the 10th November. 

The Great Northern Telegraph Company’s land-lines through 
Russia have heen thoroughly repaired. The cause of the inter 
ru tion is attributed to their being laid with greater regard to 
getting them finished than to doing the work substantially,a mistake 
whiel has now Leen remedied. The Great Vorthera has also re- 
cenew vernired a damaged part cf the submarine cable near 
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| Vladiwostok. This was found to be caused by the cable resting 

| on a sharp reef of rock, and necessitated it being picked up and 

| relaid in another place, A new staff of Customs officials is being 
introduced, from Yedo. 

The Russian frigate Svetlana, with the Grand Duke Alexis on 
board, left this port for Yedo, via Hiogo on the 9th Nov. She 
was escorted by the Japanese corvette Nit-sin-kan and the Rus- 
sian flagship Vitiaz, the former having Prince Date on board, and 
the latter Rear-Admiral Fedorovski. As the squadron steamed 
away, a parting salute was given by the Japanese Government 
battery. $ E ‘ 

The murderer of the man Johnson has been arrested. He 
proves to be the son of a native doctor, and said he paid Johnson 
visits for the purpose of learning English; that Johnson insulted 
him, and that in self-defence he inflicted the wounds of which his 
victim died. He now awaits his trial. 

It is stated that Holt’s line of steamers will occasionally in- 
clude Japan in their ports of call, and that the trial, if success- 
ful, will fad to it becoming a permanent service. The Achilles 
is expected from Yokohama on or about the 17th Nov. 


CHINA.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Peking Gazettes contain some further references to the ter- 
mination of the Regency, and also the Imperial marriage. That 
of the 21st Oct. contains an Edict from the Empresses-Dowager, 
conferring various honours on the princes and ministers who have 
taken a prominent part in the government of the empire during 
the past eleven years. The title of Chin-wang, or Prince of the 
Blood, is made hereditary in the family of Prince Kung for ever, 
and his services to the State during the Regency are singled out 
for special praise. Wensiang, the well-known member of the 
Foreign-office, is allowed the high privilege of using a sedan chair 
in the Imperial or Forbidden City. 

A Tientsin correspondent writes:—By. the Customs’ Peking 
courier of the 3rd November we learn the important news that 
an edict had appeared on the afternoon of the lst inst., proclaim- 
ing that the Astronomical Board had selected the 26th day of 
the Ist moon of next year (23rd February, 1873) as the auapi- 
cious day for his Majesty Tung-che to become the virtual Ruler 
of his Dominions, or in other words to ascend the throne as Em- 
peror, and the Regency of the two Empresses-dowager to cease. 

is Excellency Li-Hung-chang left this city at two p.m. to-day, 
for a tour of inspection in the southern part of this province. 

The friends of Li-hung-Chang will be glad to learn that the 
Peking Gazette contains an edict from the Emperor, approving of 
the late memorial sent up to the Throne by Li, and restoring the 
rank and official buttons of the officers who were degraded on ac- 
count of the failure of the dykes, embankments, &., pardoning 
their want of success, and promoting others concerned in the 
work. To Chou-Fuk, one of the small mandarins, who superin- 
tended the work of repairs, is given therank of Taoutai, “for the 
extraordinary diligence, wisdom and energy he displayed in car- 
rying on and completing the control and mastery of the turbulent 
waters.’ 





SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 15th November ; the 
French mail, from London, September 27, arrived out on the 14th 
November. The following summary of news is from the North 
China Herald :— 


On the Ist of November a new Imperial flag was adopted by 
the Chinese Government, and the fact has been notified by the 
Teung-li Yamen to the Ministers Superintendent of Trade and 
Foreign Officials, The new flag is of a triangular shape, and 
made of bunting of a deep yellow colour, with a blue dragon, 
courant, in the centre. For vessels of 200 feet and under it is 
to be eight feet long, and for vessels over 200 feet long, twelve 
feet. Theo new flag is to be borne by all Chinese war-vessels and 
steamers, including those built at the Foochow and Shanchai 
Arsenals and the Customs’ cruisers. Its institution will therefore 
have a tendency to centralise the components of the Chinese fleet, 
and subordinate them directly tu the Imperial Government 
through the admirals commanding the several stations on the 
coast. Thus a blow will be aimed at the independence of the 
provincial governments, and an end put to the imperium in 
imperio of cruisers claiming all the privileges of Government 
vessels sailing under a private flag and being controlled by the 
Foreign Customs, It may be looked on as part also of the move- 
ment instituted a year or two ago by which the foreigners in. 
command are gradually being disp mood by native officers. 

The inquiry into the extent of the damage sustained by the 
Hopewell, by collision with the Annie Grey, has been going on 
for some time before the registrar, R. A. Mowat, Esq., who hag 
now settled the award. The claims made on behalf of the Hope- 
well included immediate damage and all consequent loss for earn- 
ings, storage of cargo, &c. For repairs to the ship and sailmaker’s 
account Tls. 10,655.43 were claimed, and Tls. 9,598.58 allowed ; 
charges in connection with the cargo Tis. 4,367.26 claimed and 
Tls, 4054.58 admitted ; towage, pilotage, survey, and other fees, 
Tls, 577.43, of which Tls, 489.09 are allowed ; victualling, wages 
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and general expenses Tis. 1,065.42, reduced to Tls. 823 84. The 
profit on the ship’s working is charged at Tls. 900, for the two 
months lost, but allowed at Tls. 469.50. The total amount there- 
fore claimed is about Tis. 17,365.54, of which ‘ls. 15,435.59 are 
eee To this the costs of the two actions have of course to be 
added. 

A naval court was held at the British Consulate on the 12th 
Nov., to inquire into the loss of the steamer Yedo, near Haitan 
Straits, on the 5th October. The finding of the Court entirely 
acquits Capt. Garnell of all blame. The wreck of the steamer 
has been sold at Foochow, realising a little over $3,000. 

We hear that the following changes have recently been made in 
the Consular Service :—Mr. R. J. Forrest, who has left for Swa- 
tow, becomes acting Consul there, and Mr. W. G. Stronach pro- 
ceeds to Chinkiang as Interpreter-in-charge. Mr, A. R. Hewlett 
has been appointed Assistant Cainese Secretary at Peking. Mr. 
E. H. Grimani, clerk in the Summary Civil and Criminal Depart- 
ment of the Supreme Court, has entered the Imperial Maritime 
Customs Service. and leaves for Peking, there {to pass a year in 
the study of Chinese. 


At the Supreme Court on the 8th November, before the Chief 
Judge, Mr. J. L. Brown appeared in support of a motion for leave 
to appeal to Her Majesty in Council from the order made by the 
Court, on the 22nd October, ix re Brown v. Hart. Mr. Brown put 
in an affidavit in support of his motion, but the Chief Judge 
declined to grant the permission sought. 

Capt. Hereira, of the Muri Luz, is to take another vessel from 
Macao with coolies for Peru, and is to call her the New Maria 
Luz. The now famous vessel of that name will probably be sold 
in Yokohama. On Capt. Hereira’s arrival in Peru he will, it is 
said, press his Government to take the matter up and push the 
claims of the concerned against the Japanese Government for the 
losses they have sustained. It is said that the steamer Yunytsze, 
just arrived, will on her return south convey to Canton the Maria 
Luz coolies, who have been chargeable to the Chinese authorities 
here for the past few weeks. 


The Athletic Sports Meeting, on the 22nd, the programme of 
which has been before the public for some time, promises to: be 
quite us successful as the other sporting meetings held this 
autumn. Seventeen events are advertised, giving prizes in every 
department of athleticism which can be conveniently introduced, 
but to these must be added the Strangers’ Race and some special 
opportunities which may be given men-of-war’s men to dis. 
einguish themselves, altogether making up a carte which itjwill 
probably take a couple of days to do justice to. 

The contracts for the new theatre have been settled, and the 
piling is being actively proceeded with on the site chosen in Yuen 

ing-Yuen road. It is hoped that the work will be finished in 
time to admit of the theatrebeing opened by the lst of November 
1873. The amount raised by debentures to defray the cost of the 
building and fittings is fully up to the estimates. 

The Autumn Rifle Meeting of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps 
has come off, and the Shanghai Rifle Club has held its inaugurat- 
ing competition. 

In May last we noticed a carious expedient by which the 
Buddhist priests sought toraise money to rebuild a temple at 
Tientai. tt may be presumed that the scheme they then adopted 

roduced a satisfactory result, for it has just been again tried on 

f of a Buddhist temple at Soochow. Last week a wooden 
erection, somewhat resembling a sentry-box, was erected by a 
priest, who announced his willingness to attract the interest and 
move the generosity of the native public by remaining there 
without food, or drink, or rest for seven days. The place 
chosen for the experiment was a house in the Honan-road, 
opposite Smith’s market, in and out of which, for twenty 
hours out of the twenty-four, the Chinese formed in 
crowds during the period the man underwent his voluntary 
incarceration. The box was closed all round, with the excep- 
tion of some very narrow apertures for the admission of air, and 
the inmate was supposed to stand during the time he was in 
it, though there appeared to be sufficient room to allow him to sit 
down. The door was hermetically sealed with slips of paper 
pee diagonally, which were only broken yesterday, when the 
evotee was liberated. The Chinese were rather sceptical as to 
the reality of the mortification, but though many of them visited 
the place frequently, and carefully examined the slips of paper 
and the position of the cage, they could not find any evidence 
that either had been tampered§with. 


HONG KONG. 

The dates by the present mail extend to the 2lst Nov. The 
outward P.and O. mail of Oct, 4 arrived on the 14th Nov. The 
following items are from the China Mail :— 

We learn that two Chinese merchants at Shanghai named Ho 
Lin and Fong Chow have suddenly taken a passage to Hong Kong 
in a steamer consigned to Messrs. Siemssen and Oo., without tak- 
ing leave of their creditors ; consequently, two of the latter, who 
are said to have been defrauded of ‘Tls. 10,000, have sent a tele- 
gram to Messrs. Russell and Co., asking that firm to take steps to 
stop the flight of the fugitives, The matter having ,been placed 
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in the hands of Messrs. Sharp and Toller, solicitors, Mr. Thomas, 
managing s»licitor of that firm, made an application to the (police 
magistrate late last evening fora warrant. The magistrate having 
lett the office then, the case was referred to Mr. Deane, Captain 
Superintendent of Police. As the alleged ofence was committed 
in Shanghai (Chinese territory), and the parties were Cninese sub- 
jects, Captain Deane said he could not take action in the matter 
except on requisition of the Chinesz authorities. To obviate the 
difficulty a letter was sent to Captain Lee Boo, Commander of the 
Chinese corvette Ta An Lan, requesting him to send the neces- 
sary authority. We have not yet learnt the result of the appli- 
cation. 


Private letters from Peking state that the ‘ Society for the Dif- 
fusion of Useful Kuowledsze in China” have requested the Rev. 
Dr. Kitel to act as their ayent in Hong Kong. We are glad to 
learn that the circulation of the mazazine they publish is gradu- 
ally increa-ing, Cauton, for instance, subscribing for nearly a 
hundred copies. 


The second of the “ Winter Lectures” came off at the City 
Tall, the subject chosen by the lecturer, Mr. N. B. Dennys, being 
Chinese Folk-lore. H.E. the Governor and Miss Kennedy, Capt. 
O'Callaghan, the Acting Chicf Justice, Rav. Dr. Legge, Rev. Dr, 
Eitel, and many other lealing residents were present. The lecture 
was listened to with attention, and at its conclusion the audience 
expressed their gratitication by hearty applause. 


We learn that 183 of the Mueria Luz coolies have come down 
from Shanghai per steamer Fug'sze, in charge of two mandarins. 
They will proceed to Canton in the steamer, and qill from thence 
be returned to their homes. As the steamer will not go to 
Canton until she has discharged her Hong Kong cargo, the coolies 
are placed on board two Chinese boats, to prevent their strag- 
gling ashore. Exch of the cvolies is supplied with clothing and 
bedding by the (rovernment, which pays all their travelling 
expenses. We understand that the mandarins in charge of the 
coolies have called on Messrs. L2ons On and Chun Kum, with the 
view of obtaining their assistance in the transference of the 
coolies to Canton and in generally looking after them while here, 

A rumour, extensively prevalent in the Colony, states that Mr. 
V. Kresser, who has recently arrived at Saigon, is coming up to 
Hong Kong with funds and other necessary appliances to establish 
a new bank —whether as a new enterprise, or as a branch of some 
home establishment, is not known. In any case, it appears that 
things are moving, though to what extent the rumour referred to 
is reliable we cannot say. 

We are glad to hearthat Messrs. W.‘B. Spratt and Co., of Wanchi 
have succeded in again raising the wreck of the German barque 
Marie, which was towed by the Sir J. Jeejeebhoy yesterday, on to 
a shelving sandy beach, near the Cap Sing Moon Pass, where it 
is intended to float and temporarily patch her, by side works. 

We understand that Captain Tracey, R.N., late the Commander 
of H.M.S. Avon, and recently gazetted to a post-captaincy, hag 
been permitted by the Lords of the Admiralty to accept a post 
in connection with the Chinese Arsenal at Foochow. 

The Daily Press has the following items :—It is satisfactory to 
notice that the Acting Surveyor-General is adopting the sensible 
plan of backing the Praya wall with concrete eight feet thick, 
instead of sand, as heretofore. This will no doubt prevent future 
injury from typhoons. 

The Gazette also notifies the appointment of Assistant-Surgeon 
J. B. Drew, R.N., to act provisionally as Superintendent of the 
Civil Hospital, and Surgeon of the Lock Hospital, until further 
notice. Nothing is said as to whether Mr. Scanlan, who it will 
be recollected was appointed on Dr. Young’s resigning, has given 
up the appointment. 

H.M.S. transport Adventure left for Singapore, having on board 
the left wing of H.M. 110th Regiment. She will return again 
shortly with a wing of the 80th Regiment. 

Mr. Henry Murray, who has for seven years held the appoint- 
ment of Grand Master of the Mreemasons, has addressed an 
affectionate farewell to the brotherhood. Mr, Murray is returning 
home for good, via San Francisco. 


A farewell reception was given by the officers of the U.8.S. 
Colorado prior to their departure for home, which is to take 
place immediately after the arrival of the Pacific Mail. A large 
number of guests were present, among whom were H. E. the 
Governor, and Ladyand Miss Kennedy, the Hon. Julian Paunce- 
fote, Acting Chief-Justice, the Captains and Odticers of the various 
men-of-war in port, Mr. Builey, U.S. Consul, Mr. Gustav von 
Overveck, Austrian Consul, &c., &c., and a large number of 
ladies. Admiral Jenkins and the officers of the Colorado re- 
ceived the visitors with much courtesy and cordiality, and a 
capital dance was got up oa board. All left heartily pleased 
with the entertainment, aud we are confident that the good 
wishes expressed will te heartily shared :y all who have had 
the pleasure of the acquaintance of the officers of the Colorado.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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SINGAPORE. 

Our advices extend to the 29th Nov.; the outward mail from 
London, Oct. 25, was received Nov. 24 per Messageries Mari- 
times steamer .{mazone. The following items of news are from 
the Singapore Daily Times :— 

We understand the Government have determined to amalga- 
mate the Import and Export and Shipping Offices after Jan. 1, 
1873. These departments will be under the control of the Master 
Attendant, who will be assisted in his duties by Captain Fox, 
formerly commander of the Colonial steamer Peiho, and at present 
Acting Master Attendant at Penang. Captain Anderson, the 

resent Assistant Master Attendant, will retire on a gratuity, and 

r. John Cooper, Registrar of Imports and Exports, will retire 
on pension at the end of the present year. 

ptain Burrowes, well known as oneof the oldest and ablest 
pilots in Singapore, is now in custody, charged with having caused 
the death of a boatman. The facts are briefly that a native boat- 
man formerly in Captain Burrowes’s employ went to him with a note 
from his present*master, and some words passed between them, at 
which Captain Burrowes became provoked and struck the man, 
who thereupon seized him by the beard. Cuptain Burrowes then, 
we understand, struck him a severe blow, knocking him down, and 
in falling his head came in contact with a stone, which caused 
death. The examination of Captain Burrowes before the magis- 
trate resulted in his committal for trial at the next criminal ses- 
sion. Captain Walshe declined to take bail, saying application 
could be made to the Chief Justice, who, being in Singapore, no 
serious inconvenience need result to the prisoner. 

In accordance with the new prisons arrangement, the Pluto 
has brought up from Penang two long-sentence prisoners to com- 
lete their terms of imprisonment in the Singapore prison. 
These are, Loureiro, the Land Office defaulter, sentenced to two 
years’ hard labour, and D’Mello, the defaulting Municipal clerk, 
seatenced to eighteen months’ hard labour. She also brought five 
lunatics for treatment in the Singapore Lunatic Asylum. 

H.M.S. Adventure, Commander C. Rising, from Hong Kong, 
arrived on the 25th November. She brings from Hong Kong the 
head quarters of the 10th regiment, to relieve the 80th, now 
stationed here, and will carry back the 80th to Hong Kong. 
Colonel Smith and tho offizers of the 8Jth have been entertaiued 
ata public disner in the [Hotel d’Europ2 by the residents here, as 
a mark of their appreciation of the services and general conduct 
of the regiment while stationed in the scttlemeuts. The Hon. 
J. W. W. Birch, Colonial Secretary, took the chair. The 
toasts usual on such occasions were given and acknowledged. 
In bidding farewell to the 80th regiment, we must testify 
to their unexceptionally good conduct while stationed here, and we 
must further utter a growl against the conduct of the home autho- 
rities in their treatment of this regiment as well of the 10th. 
The officers and men of both regiments have just had time to 
settle down comfortably, and feel at home in both places, and 
here they are suddenly, without rhyme or reason shifted from one 
place to the other. ‘he officers and the men of both regiments 
all lose money by being shifted about in this erratic fashion, and 
the case is such that we decidedly think they oughs to be re- 
couped by the Home authorities. We can see no reason what- 
ever for the more, Iut prehably the Colonial Office conscieuce 
has been stirred a little about the scindalous swindle played 
off on these Settlements, in the matter of the number of soldiers 
provided fur their defence and paid for by them. The 80th 
regiment is not so strong in numbers as the 10th, even after 
the reinforcements on the way are counted. This may be the 
reason of the present shuffle. Whether or no, we denuunce the 
whole thing as a wanton waste of pulic and private money. 

H.M.S. Zéra has been going throngh some gun exercise, to 
witness which Captain Denison invited a number of friends, In- 
cluding HH the Rajah of Sarawak, the Dutch resident of Pou- 
tianak, the Celonial Secretary, and the French and Dutch 
consuls. We learn that the visitors one and all expressed them- 
selves highly pleased with all they witnessed, and that the pr-c- 
tice was very good indeed, both as to the accuracy and rapidity of 
the firing. 

The case against A. R. Joshua, charged with criminal breach of 
trust, came on for hearing at the Police-court on the 25th Nov. 
The proceedings have not yet terminated. 

Tu consequence of official intimation from Mr. Fish, the Ameri- 
can Secretary of State, the flag of the United States Consulate 
was hoisted at half-mast on the 26th Nov., as a tribute of respect 
to the memory of the late William I. Seward.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE HENRY THORNTON.—FAILURE FOR £137,000. 

The debtor carried on business as a M:unchester merchant, at 55, 
Old Broad-etreet, in the City, and in Parker street, Manchester, 
trading under the style of Thornton and Co. He presented a petition 
for liquidation on the 20th inat., stating his debts at £137,000. Mr. 
Phelps, of the firm of Phelps and Sidgwick, Gresham-street, City, 
moved for the appointment of a receiver and manager to the estate. 
He stated that the business consisted principally in the purchase in 
Manchester and other places in England of goods on orders received 
from America and the Hast Indies, and there were very large ship- 
ments of goods on such orders. The liabilities and business engage- 
ments were very heavy, the assets comprising goods to the value. of 
£25,000, which had been purchased to complete orders for £50,000. 
A large quantity of these goods was in the hands of bleachers, scourers, 
and dyers, and it would be necessary to carry on the business for the 
present in order to avoid claims for damage by breach of contract. He 
also read an affidavit from Mr. Rice. the manager of the Consolidated 
Bank of Manchester, stating, in their opinion, and that of a large 
number of the creditors, that it was desirable in their interests that the 
business should be carried on in order to fulfil existing engagements, 
th: non-fulfilment of which would cause a large quantity of goods 
which had been specially bought to be thrown on hand. 

The Court, under the circumstances of the cage, granted the appli- 
cation, and appointed Mr. James Halliday, public accountant, of Man- 
chester, receiver and manayer of the estate. It was stated that there 
were soine other assets besides the goods in hand, but the valuc was 
not at present ascertained. Almost all the creditors are Manchester 
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—_—_— 
THE SINGAPORE FAILURES, 

Tue banks have again had a severe lesson. This time it 
is Singapore, not China, traders who have been the cause of 
most serious losses to the banks. According to the advices, 
it appears that Josuua Bros., an Indian firm dealing exten- 
sively in opium, has had more than legitimate banking faci- 
lities, which have resulted, as they usually do, in failure, 
coupled with fraud and appropriation. It is tolerably cer- 
tain that if this firm had not received such inordinate facilities 
from the banks, it would have found its way to the bottom 
without inflicting a tithe of the injury it has now done. The 
fallacy of the system of bolstering up was clearly demonstrated 
here in 1866, and can never attain the end desired. The last, 
though not the least, patent case is that of GLepstanes and Co, 
But in the case of Josuua Bros. we have the most barefaced 
roguery, obtaining documents from one bank, and pledgi 
the property to another ; obtaining the bank’s bills on Cale 
cutta as remittances for payment of opium said to be on the 
way. The circumstances connected with the failure of Veteg 
and Co. also illustrates the looseness with which banking 
has been conducted in Singapore, and the escape of the 
culprit indicates a laxity in the administration of justice. 


| Discounting the bills of Chinese firms must also be 
| considerably curtailed. How many more lessons do b 


managers require, and when will the head offices be pro- 
perly informed of what is going on at their. branches, and 
take such measures as will render such dreadful impradence 
as lately illustrated in these Singapore failures impossible 
to occur again? With the establishment of telegraphic 
communication with India and China it was expected that 
the branches of our banks would be under the complete 
control of the head office.

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_ CHAOS IN THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
™ “TAKEN altogether, the past three weeks have been the 
blackest ever witnessed in Singapore,” says the Straits Times, 
and with good reason. It would be difficult to imagine o 
more deplorable picture of demoralisation than the Settle- 
ment presents. In the mercantile world we read of scan- 
dalous failures, swindling and forgery on a gracd scale ; and 
as to public affairs, we hear of nothing but riot, embezzlement, 
wrongheadedness, mismanagement, and muddle. Surely 
there is something rotten in the state of the Struits Settlements, 
which certainly did not come to light, if it existed, when 
governed by India. In the Land-oftice embezzlement, in the 
Treasury embezzlement, in the Post-office embezzlement, in 
the Audit Department negligence, in the streets riot, in 
the Police- office paralysis, in the Legislative Council and 
in the Government‘a spirit of worry and petty interfer- 
ence, which excites the ridicule of the few, and exasperates 
the crowd to active resistance. One day we learn that the 
auditor has so audited the public books that subordinates 
have systematically and successfully plundered the Treasury 
for years ; the next, when the culprits are brought to jus- 
tice, that the Attorney-General has prosecuted under an Act 
said to have been repealed years ago, thus securing, by the 
stupidity of one public department, impunity for crimes 
committed through the negligence of another. Coupled with 
all these feats of administrative ability, comes the report that 
Sir Harry Orp has asked for an extension of bis term of 
service, and the leading Straits paper prays for success to 
his application—lest a worse Governor should succeed him ! 
Happy colouy ! 

It appears that not only Sir Harry, but his Colonial Se- 
cretary, also, Mr. J. W. Bircu, were absent when the recent 
disturbance occurred. They had gone on a visit to the 
Sultan of Satancore, in order that his Excellency, as he 
fnformed the Legislative Council, might satisfy himself of 
* the relations of the Sultan with Tunku Ooprn and the 
“prospect the latter had of effecting a pacification of the 
“country.” But hardly had he landed,—with the grotesque 
accompaniment of an ambulance party and a stretcher !— 
hardly bad he received his Malay Majesty's assurance of his 
great confidence in the Tunxku ; hardly had he playfully 
pot a native chief to accept a modest German revolver for 
his handsome kris—like the Homeric hero, 

* His armour interchanging, gold for brass, 

ie A hundred oxen’s worth for that of aine— 

when he received intelligence that the peace of his own little 
dominion was in more immediate peril than that which he 
was so anxious about in the heart of the Malay Peninsula. 
An ordinunce relative to obstractions on highways, it seems, 
had been brought into force, and had been so offensively 
éniforced, that a row had broken out at last. A mob col- 
leoted, the police were pelted, and they iguominiously fled, : 
Waving the streets at the mercy of the refuse of the 
population of the town. The Assistant Colonial Secretary, 
Who was the representative of the “Executive,” and the 
Tnspector-General of Police, appear to have gone to the 
Attorney-General for advice in this extremity ; and the ad- 
vies given was this :—“T.said the Inspectur-General ought 
* to hold his hand; but I told the Assistant Under-Secretary 
« he ought to be especially careful not to commit himself by 
© giving any distinct order on the subject.” These mauly 
suggestions seem to have been accepted, for the police were 
trowhere to be seen ; and the mob were left masters of the 
Situation, until Mr. Snowpen, the cenior magistrate, hearing 
of the state of affairs, called a meeting of justices. Those 
gentlemen sent a requisition to the commanding officer of 
the 80th for a company of his men, whose appearance on the 
Boane sufficed to put an end to the disturbance at once, without 
trouble and without bloodshed. This had been accomplished, 
when his Excellency appeared upon the scene, and not con- 
cealing his irritation at the audacious interference of the 
justices, he at once ordered his own private secretary, Mr. 
Prow, the Postmaster-General, and the Colonial-Secretary, 
to hold on inquiry into the disturbance. 

The results of the labours of this Commission have not 
reached us, but we cannot but share the distrust prevalent 
inthe Colony of a Commission so constituted. Does Sir 
H. Onn imagine that their verdict will be accepted as any- 
thing but the verdict of three of his most intimate subor- 
dinates, accustomed and ready on all occasions to view 
things in the light in which their superior views them ? Who 
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expects from them a hearty denunciation of the piece of 
legislation which stirred up the Chinese rabble—in ordi- 
nance, we hear, which visits with fiae or imprisonm:nt even 
the grass-outter, who lays dowa his load on the rovl side for 
a moment's rest. They are likely enough to condemn the 
police, who have no friends ; but they may not be slow to 
find in its incompetency marely grounds for creating fresh 
offices and passing mor: harsh Acts. One subject into which an 
independent tribunal would probably inquire would bs, what 
provision had been made by the Governor forthe conduct of tha 
public business, and especially the preservation of the p3ace 
in the Settlement during the absenca of both himself ani 
the Colonial Secretary —if the absence of both these func- 
tionaries was in any cases justifiable. But will the commis- 
sion trespass on such sacred ground? At all events, if his 
Attorney-General’s advice to the perplexed officials “ to hold 
their hand,” and “ not to commit themselves,” represents 
his policy, the Colony may well be congratulated on its Go- 
vernor's absence; for the riot would have been quietly suf- 
fered to attain furmidable proportions, and would then have 
afforded apparent justification for all that repressive le- 
gislation against Chinese secret societies—to which, of 
course, the disturbance would have ben imputed — 
which has been one of Sir Harry Orp’s favourite hobbies 
ever since his arrival io the Straits. Fortunately for 
the Colony “the Government” was nowhere, and a 
few English gentlemen, like Mr. Snowpen, Mr. Reap, and 
Captain Watsne, dealt with the mischief in good plain 
English fashion, and soon re-establishad the Quesy’s peace. 
We trust that the views and opinions of those gentlemen on 
the whole subject will be given to the world; for unque 
tionably they invite a degree of consideration which will not 
be given to the report of the Governor’s Commission. To us, 
their conduct and example seem to teach how much better 
the Colony would get on if there was less of “ government ” 
in it, less of that miserable spirit of petty dictation and 
interference which seems to incapacitate officials from action 
when the time for action comes, as well as to spread dissatis- 
faction in every part of the community. 








THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 
The members of the Japanese Embassy wore recived by M. 


Thiers, the President of the French Ropublic, on the 26th inst., 
at the Palace of the Elysse, Paris. Tae Curstitutivnnel publishes 
the following account of the reception :— 


The announcement that M. Thiers would recoive the Japanese Ambas- 
satlora hadattracted a considerable numer of porsons about noon around 
the Palace of the Elysee, The usual gnard at the Palace, consisting of 
detachments of the line and of the Republican guard, were in full dress. 
About one o'clock a battalion of the G7th Regiment, accompanied by 
two military bands, and under the command of Colonel Landru, arrived 
and was drawn up in the court-yard of the Elysee. At two the car- 
riages containing the Embassy came in sight; the drams beat a salute 
and the troops presented arms. The Ambassadors, eight in number, 
and accompanied by M. Feniltet de Conches, who was charged to intro. 
duce them, and Chef d’E-cadron Chanoine of the staff, were in three 
carriages, and were escorted by adetachment of Cuirassiers. As the cor- 
tege passed through the grand entrance {uto the courtyard the music 
played an Oriental air. 

Their Excellencies were received in the vestibule of the Palace by 
Captains Faye and Salignac Féuélon, orderly officers to the President ; 
they were dreased in European State uniforms of blue dress coats, richly 
embroidered with gold, und white trousers with gold stripes, and they 
wore cocked hats, six with white plumes and two with black. M. Thiers 
reccived the Ambassadors in the grand saloon, surrounded by his 
Ministers and Generals, Count de Remusat, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
being on his right. Two interpreters had preceded the Ambassadors, 
and assisted at the reception, which lasted twenty minutes. The Chief 
Ambassador, Iwakura, read an address stating that its members had 
been instructed to visit all the nations in Europe, aud toestablish rela- 
tions between them and Japan. The address gave particular expres- 
sion to the wish for enduriug friendly relations with France, and of- 
fered up wishes for the prosperity of that country, M. Thiers replied 
that he should consider it his duty to give every facility to the mission 
of the Japanese Ambassadors, and expressed a wish that the relations 
between France and Japan shuuld be as clese and friendly as possible, 

After having taken leave of the President, the Ambussadors were 
conducted to tke staircase leading into the courtyard by Count de 
Rémnsat and his private secretury, Count de Pontécouloulant. The 
music again played, while the Ambassadors, who appeared highly grati- 
fied with their reception, entered their carriages. The drums beat and 
the cortege left, escorted by the cavalry as on the arrival. : 

The Japancse Ambassadors visited the Garden of Acclimatisation on 
Tuesday, the 24th inst., where they were received by M. Geoffroy Saint- 
Hilaire, President of the Association. Their Excellencies appeared to 
take great interest in the experiments for breeding silkworms, which 
are being made at the garden, and spontaneously offered to the directors, 
through their interpreter, to send him some specimens of the worm 
from Japan,

THE FRENCH TREATY WITH CHINA. 
(FROM A PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 


The French Government is pre-occupied with the subject of the 
new commercial treaty with China, and has addressed itself to 
the Chambers of Commerce inviting them to express their opi- 
nion on the inland duties imposed by the Chinese Government on 
silk for export to France, and to say what changes they think 
should be made in this respect. The mercantile worl], moreover, 
appeals to the Chambers of Commerce to give their advice not 
only on the points contained in the Ministerial note, but to ex- 
press themselves fully upon the whole subject, and say what ought 
to be the terms demanded by France. ‘lhey complain loudly of 
the little faith that merchants have been able to place in the con- 
ventions signed by Chinese officials, continual difficulties of in- 
terpretation as well as of application disarranging all their calen- 
lations; hence interminable Diplomatic complaints and vexatious 
disappointments. The English, they say, have the same diffical- 
ties, and like us have allowed their treaty to expire, and are ne- 
gotiating a new convention. Leaving to the Chambers of Com- 
merce the duty of sketching out the demands that shoul: be made 
of the Chinese Government, it is argued that so long as treaties 
are not ratified by the actual signature of the Emperor of China 
it is impossible to calculate on their proper application ; however 
high the other official personages may be who engage themselves 
in the name of the Empire, sooner or Jater their signatures are 
sure to be disavowed and discussion recommended on the most 
elementary questions. The young Emperor has now attained his 
majority, and it is with him only that our diplomatists onght to 
treat, and the Euglish, fully aware of this, have suspended all fresh 
negotiations till the time when the Emperor's perzonal interven- 
tion shall be possible. The merchants established at Chinese 
ports are not at ease; it is evident that the Chinese officials are 
as hostile as those of Japan are friendly to European civilisation. 
The hatred of the Mandarins blinds them to such an extent, if 
letters receivel may be trusted, that the idea of a hostile mani- 
festation, with force if necessary, is taking general hold of the 
Chineee official mind; armament and fortification are being os. 
tentatiously carried on. ‘Lhe commercial interests attached to the 
Far East are too important for the threat of serious difficulties 
not to cause great concern. It is our business to take care, says 
a writer in the Jfonrteur, that our negotiators be not Ied into 
signing a worthless paper by the intentional abstention of the 
Chinese Emperor from taking part in the contract, and we ought 
to act with England with the greatest energy to prevent this. 











HOW WE HAVE BEEN SNUBBED AT PEKING. 
(COMMUNICATED. ) 


It is to be hoped that those whose who have perused the details 
of the Imperial marriage to hand by the mail will form a just 
estimate of the suicidal policy pursued by Her Majesty’s Minister 
at Peking in acceding to the insulting request made to him by 
the Board of Foreign Affairs. In strict accordance with a prece- 
dent which time has hallowed, and a psewlo-liberal British Go- 
vernment has endorsed by frequent condonation, the obsequious 
Ministers of a semi-barbarous child-monarch chose the occasion 
of his nuptials to put upon British residents at the Chinese 
capital the greatest slight yet offered for the acceptance of our 
mandarin-loving representative. So conscious were the Cabinet 
of the hazardous nature of their attempt—a fceling fully justified 
by the indignant refusal of the French Minister to in any way 
meet their views—that in place of writing, they despatched 
Chung How himself as the bearer of their message, requesting 
that during the continuance of the marriage festivities all fo- 
reigners might be directed to remain within doors. It perhaps 
requires a special knowledge of Chinese feeling on this matter to 
realise to ita full extent the insult thus conveyed ; but to home 
readers it will be sufficient to say that, stringent as were the 


regulations regarding the line of procession, all except the lowest | 
coolies were permitted to perambulate the remaining portions | 


of the city. The gentlemen of Her Majesty's Legation and 
the resident missionaries were in fact placed by Chinese imper- 
tinence in the same category as low-caste natives of unsavoury 
occupation. There was no pretence of any fear lest their presence 
in the streets should have led to disturbances. As the Chinese well 
knew, the foreigners in question had, for successive years, frecly 
mixed with the natives upon occasions like the Feast of Lanterns, 
when in all probability the streets were far more crowded than was 
the case during the marriage procession. It was si:nply urged that 
the sizht of foreigners was liable to cause ili-feeling ou the part of 
the odd thousand of officials employed about the Court! Not the 
unlettered mob, but the literati, the official * friends of progress,” 
would be liable to take offence were a barbarian so seen as to 
suggest the idea that he was breathing the same air as the “ Son 
of Heaven.” Of course this was not put in so many words to 
Mr. Wade, though, we believe, that something like it was urged 
in other quarters. But the Chinese. emboldened by the fact that 
their oinission to invite the Foreign Ministers to be present at the 


ceremony had heen passed over without comment, were evidently : 


bent on showing foreigners that they intended to keep them in 
the position hitherto held, and that any dreams of a more liberal 
policy being inaugurated by the young Emperor were without 
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foundation. Mr. Wade, of course, saw no humiliation in accedin 8 
to any requests made byhis much admired friends of the Yamen, 
and eagerly embraced the opportunity of letting the Chinese see 
that their wishes were law. Very different was the action of his 
brother diplomat of France. While admitting, as all reasonable 
men would admit, that the Cabinet had a perfect right t» request 
that no foreigners should interfere with the line of procession, he 
repudiate the idea that the presence of the Emperor of China in 
one portion of the city was a valid ground for confining French 
citizens resident in another quarter to their houses. The differ- 
ing action taken by two ministers, who, by a fiction that is 
eminently Chinese-like, are supposed to follow out a ‘* co-operative 
policy,” has naturally afforded matter for strong comment in 
China. Mr. Wade's presence at Peking has for some time past 
been deemed a cause of justifiable complaint to the mercantile 
community, and our latest advices show that his conduct on the 
Occasion under discussion has, more than ever, turned the tide of 
Anglo-Chinese opinion against him. 

That the Foreign-office will feel particularly pleased with Mr. 
Wade’s latest manifestation of self-respect we certainly doubt 
However strong the necessity imposed upon its officials of pre- 
serving peace with China at all hazards, they are by no means 
blind to the absurdity, we may say stupidity, of a Minister wantonly 
humbling himself before the arrogant advisers of the Dragon 
Throne, when nothing whatever, material or moral, is to be gained 
thereby. Ilad Mr. Wade, like his colleague, refused to comply 
with Chung How's preposterous request, no one would have been 
the worse for it, and the Chinese would have received a quiet 
hint that courtesy was at least necessary towards Her Majesty's 
representative. The action of Mr. Wade calls for Parliamentary 
investigation. : 





INAUGURATION OF THE RAILWAY IN JAPAN. 

The following description of the opening of a line of railway from 
Yedo to Yokohama is supplied by the correspondent of the Paris 
Temps, dated 14th October :— 

“T have awaited with impatience the solemn inauguration of the 
railway from Yedo to Yokohama. Who will not be struck with 
amazement on reading of auch an event as the opening of a railway 
in Japan; and who will be more astonished than those who know the 
country best? It is neceasary to have inhabited the few ports open 
to foreigners five or six years ago; to have visited Yedo, accompanied 
by an escort of two-sworded Japanese ; to have taken a rapid glance 
at the streets of the city whilst keeping a sharp look-out for assassins; 
it is necessary to have seen the inhabitants kneeling in the mud when 
such or such a Daimio passed by, and the pompous displays of this 
aristocracy, to thoroughly underatind the importanceof the pacific re- 
volution which has just bsen accomplished here —in the Government, in 
the lawsof thecountry, in the mannersof the people, and the particularly 
significant character of yesterday's fete. The line of railway opened 
some few wecks ago between Sinaghawa, a suburb of Yedo and Yoko- 
hama, has only just been completed to the principal station in the city 
itself. It unites the political and commercial capital of Japan with 
the great commercial port frequented by forcign vessels, and is des- 
tined to give a new and powerful impetus to international relations. 
The Mikado determined to inaugurate the opening of the new line 
himeelf, and this was one of the great attractions of the ceremony—to 
sce ‘the descendant of the gods,’ who had hitherto permitted him- 
self to be seen but very rarely by his own people, delivering a speech 
and receivinz addresses in the midst of a general fete. This, there- 
fore, may be considered as another step taken in the bere of progreas. 
The importance of the event was recognised by all, and the attendance 
at thé ceremony was immense. 

“At nine o’clcck the Imperial cortége left Siro, and proceeded 
towards the station between two lines of guards (in gala aniform), 
the carriage containing the Emperor and three great Court dignitaries 
being preceded by half a squadron of Lancers, No less than an hour 
was ovcupied in reaching the station, which was decked out with great 
| taste—garlands of flowers mingling with streamers of chrysanthcmums, 
the insignia of the Mikados. The peristyle was crowded with dignitaries, 
small and great, in Conrt dress; the Kuges, or body-guard of the Mikado, 
wearing long white robes, with variegated paper caps thrown fantasti- 
‘ calty at the back of the head ; the ministers aud functionaries enveloped 
in long mantles of rose, violet, and green crape, with immensely wide 
trousers hanging about the legs like skirts. ‘The army and navy were 
represented by general detachments from each, in uniforms, with gold 
lace trimmings. The resident Ministers of the different foreign 
Powers were alro present at the ceremony. A carpet was laid from 
the state coach to the [mperial carriage. The Mikado walked 
through the assembled multitudes—all respectfully bowing low, while 
vhe Europeans simply uncovered. The Emperor then got into the 
train, and was shortly buried in mountains of silk, whilst the few pri- 
vileged individua's tho had been invited to attend the ceremony took 
| their places in the carriages placed at their disposition, apparently 

ashamed of their modest black coats when compared with the magnifi- 
, cent dresses of their neighbours. At ten o'clock the band of the 
chapel of the Mikudo relieved that of the Japanese marine, and the 
train at once started for Yokohama. The line, which is ultimately to 
be continued to Osaka, is thirty kilometres in length, and has been 
constructed under the auspices and at the expense of the Japanese Go- 
vernment, by English engineers, at a cost of two millions of piastres, 
| or eleven millions of francs—an enormous sum when compared with 
i the cost per mile in France. Such as it is, the new line will render 
' immense services. In halfan hour the Yokohama merchant can reach 
| Yedo. The tran-port of merchandise, which up to the present time 
{has been exceedingly difficult, and frequently quite as expeny 
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sive, from Yedo to Yokohama as from Marseilles to Japan, is 
now assured at a rensonable rate. But here we are at Yokohama; 
here also the station is decked out with flags and garlands, all the 
shops are closed, an immense number of Europeans press round the 
estrade reserved for the Emperor, and our ladies appear, to judge from 
their splendid toilettes, to rival with the Japanese beauties. The band 
of the French corvette Bellijuenae, just arrived in port, strikes up the 
air from the Granle Duchvase, ‘ Voici le sabre de mon pere,” whilst 
his Mujesty seata himeel! on bis throne. Here he is obliged to listen 
to several speeches. First. that delivered in the name of the foreign 
Ministers, by the Italian Minister as the senior of the resident Minia- 
ters, then the address of the merchants of Yokohama, drawn up at a 
meeting previously held, and read by the president of the Chamber 
of Commerce in English. 

“ Half an hour later we re-entered the station of Yedo. The Mikado 
ascended the throne prepared for him under a vast pavilion of flowers 
and banners, and listened to the specch of the Minister of Public Works 
and the address of the deputation of Yedo tracesmen. To each he re- 
plied without rising from the throne. by a few words, the text of which 
was presented to him by one of the kugés at each side of the throne. 
Perfectly motionless the Mikado reminded one of the magnificent 
atatues in the Bhuddiat temples. He is a young man, about 
twenty years of age, and rather tall; his olive tint of com- 
plexion clearly indicites hia southern origin, and his features are 
very regular. He was dressed in a white tunic, and a mantle 
of yellow silk. His head-dreas appeared to consist of a sort 
of chignon, formed of the back hair and brought to the top of 
the head, and surmounted by a small silk cup. If I did not fear to be 
taken for a flatterer [ would add that his Majesty is very noble look- 
ing. After the /+fe of the distinguished people invited eime the fete 
of the business and working classes—for in Jap in the slightest amount 
of rejoicing ia mide use of as a pretext for shutting up shop and rush- 
ing off to amusements of some sort. On thia occision, the gardens of 
Hyamagaten—which extend along the Bay of Yedo—were, for the 
first time, opened to the public. Here, in a reserved pavilion, a col- 
lation was served to the resident Ministera, whilst favourite Japanese 
dishes were liberally distributed to the people, after which all sorts of 
gamea were engaged in, the serics of amusements terminating by a 
aplendid display of tireworka. : 








CHRISTMAS IN THE FAR EAST. 

Under the heading of “Christmas Round the World,” the 
Daily Telejraph devoted several columns of its issue on Christ- 
mas Day to a series of telegrams from most of the cities or settle- 
ments in which British communities exist, or in which English 
people at home take personal or commercial interest. ‘l'hese 
telegrams were forwarded not only from the capitals of Europe, 
but trom the cities that form the chain of communication with 
our Eastern Empire, from China and Japan, from the Australian 
Colonies, and from San Francisco and St. John’s on the Atlantic 
shore, of the American Continent. The messages were not con- 
fined to matter relating to the celebration of the day, but they 
also conveyed many items of local news. Our contemporary is to 
be congratulated upon having started and successfully carried 
through an entirely new feature of journalistic enterprise. We 
subjoin those telegrams which relate to the Far Kast and which 
will consequently be the mostjinteresting to ourjreaders :— 


SrnGapone, CrRistuas Eve (4 p.m.).—The British community 
here hail with pleasure the opportunty of sending, as I now send in 
their behalf, wishes fora Merry Christinus und a Happy New Year in 
the homes of all their friends and of all other English people. A 
general holiday has been granted for the celebration of our Christmas 
festivities. Quarrels between Ciinese factions have been frequent and 
bitter of late, and there was fighting in tue strects yesterday. Further 
disturbances ure apprehended. 


PENANG, CuRIsTMAS EVE (4 P.M.).—That your Christinas-day in 
England may be a merry one, and yor New Year a happy one, is the 
earnest wish of all the English here. The usual festivities are being 
prepared, but nothing of sufficient importance is stirring tu call for 
remark. 


Sargoy, CnuaistMas Eve (4 p.M.).—All the English colony here 
join in hearty congratulations to the inhabitants of Great Britain, and 
wish them a Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year. Every one is 
busily cngaged in preparation and anticipation of the season’s festivities. 
I may especially note that a Jarge plum-puildiug is being got ready 
by the hands of three fair daughters of Albion; and the principal 
regret which will mar onr enjoyment is the deurth of mistletoe. In the 
way of news there is little toreport. Admiral Dupré, the Governor of 
Cochin China, has returned from a leave of absence, and taken up his 
residence in the new palace. The municipal elections have been held, 
the men chosen being generally popular. The weather is fine, and the 
nights are cool. 


Batavia, CuristmMas Eve (4.30 p.m.).—The English residents 
here heartily wish England a Merry Christmas, and hope the coming 
year will prove a happy one. ‘The weather i« very unseasonable, being 
exceedingly dry and hot, The opening of the railway to Bintenhord 
has been postponed till February. An epidemic fever which has com- 
mitted rivages in Samarang is now abating.

THE ISLAND OF CEYLON. 

Mr. Alexander Brown, of Ceylon, being on a visit to his native town 
of Banff, consented to give a lecture on that Island under the auspices 
of the Banff Literary Society. The lecture was delivere:! in the County 
Hall. There was a large and hichly respectable audience, the principal 
inhabitants of the town being present. Ex-Provost Duncan, President 
of the Literary Society, oceupied the chair, and there also accompanied 
the lecturer to the platform Mr. Rust, banker; Mr. G. M. Hosaack, 
solicitor; and Mr. John Forbes, solicitor. The Chairman introduced 
the lecturer. 

Mr. Brown, who was warmly received, referred to prevalent ignor. 
ance in this country respecting Ceylon, and said, Sir Charles Went- 
worth Dilke, author of ‘Greater Britain,” tells you the river 
Mahawelliganga, which almost encircles the town of Kandy, supplies 
with water the Kandy Like. Now, seeing that the lake at its nearest 
point is several hundred feet higher than the river, [ fail to perceive by 
what process —hydraulic or otherwise —the river could possibly feed the 
lake. The same authority tells you other most abaurd and ignorant 
things regarding our island. 

Little more than a year ago, after the visit to Ceylon of the Duke 
of FE:linburgh, it was discovered that the Government had voted 
£12,900 to cover the expenses attending the visit to the Island of a 
gon of England’s Queen. It was voted by a patriotic council and ap- 
proved by a loyal people. A firat-class London journal took us to task 
severcly for so lavishly squandering the money supplied by the tax- 
payers of England. Now, so far is this from the fact, that [ tell you 
now, and [tell Sir Charles Dilke, and I think it cannot be too often 
told, or too widely known, that Ceylon draws not one penny from the 
Imperial Exchequer, but provides all her exp:nditure from her own 
resources, and is the only Crown Colony that does so. Not only so. 
By handing over yearly to the Home Government £160,000 to pay for 
the military expenditure incurred on her account, she paya the wages 
of thetroops. costs aud upkeep of barracks, and every outlay connected 
with the regiments employed in and for Ceylon. Nay more. She 
thus overpiys the amount expended by £12,000, which sum the 
British Government had to refund yearly to that of Ceylon, the latter 
having been overtaxed to that extent. A glance at the following 
figures will show that Ceylon pays a larger sum to the mother country 
for her military protection than does any other British colony. And 
I may add more than half ss much as all of them together. The 
Straits Settlements pay £59,000; Mauritius, £40,900; Victoria, 
£40,000; Hong Kong, £29,000; and the Cape Colony £11,500—Total 
£171,400 contributed by the above colonies, which I believe are all 
that do contribute materially to the military chest. I do not, of course, 
include in this calculation India, which is au Empire, or Canada, which 
isa Dominion. Both these have national debts of their own, and 
property to represent them. NordoI include the West India Islands, 
which contribute nothing, and area heavy burdenupon Great Britain. 

Ceylon contributes £160,000, against the £171,000 contributed by 
all the Colonies before named, or almost ag much as the whole pat 
together. Victoria with all her gold, and the Cape Colony with all 
her diamonds, do not together pay one-third of the amount mulcted 
from Ceylon. Besides not costing the mother country one farthing, 
Ceylon provides agriculture for her sons, cargoes for her ships, and 
commerce for her merchants to the extent of £10,000,000 per annum. 
Yet any little bankrapt West Indian Colony getaa great deal more of 
her attention and consideration, is petted in fact like a spoilt child, 
provided with money to import labour, and surfeited with liberal local 
Government. Just see a report on Jamaica by Sir J. P. Grant, go re- 
cently as 1870. Init he states the area of the whole [sland as 2,720,000 
acres, of which there are in cultivation 492,246 acres; but of these 
were in pasturage 220,791 acres; in Guinea grass (planted) 110,705 
acres ; and all that was under coffee were 16,617 acres, yielding 84,000 
ewts. ; while in sugar there were 47,440 acres — these last two together 
containing 64,057 acres, being all that are employed in growing pro- 
duce forexport. That will form a fair basis for comparison with Cey- 
lon, always remembering that it ia the result of two centarics of British 
rule. 

Well, what has Ceylon to show against this? An acreage of 45 
millions, against 23 millions ; 1,500,000 acres in profitable cultivation, 
againat 64,000 acres; 260,000 acres in coffee, against 16,000 acres ; 
yielding 1,000,000 cwts,, against 84,000 cwts.; and this amount of 
progress in Ceylon is after 75 years of British occupation of the Mari- 
time Provinces, and less than 60 years of the Kandyan Country. 
Further, this cultivation is all carried on by free labour. Coolies come 
over from the Continent of India of their own accord, glad to earn, 
and return to their country with the rapees provided chiefly by the 
enterprise of the sons of Britain. No Imperial subsidy brings them 
there, nor has the British Government ever been called upon to re- 
imburse the planter for his manumitted slaves, for he never had any 
to release. 200,000 immigrant Tamils do the work of our plantations ; 
200,000 more find employment in various ways throughout the country, 
and this ia another benefit which Ceylon confers on the Indian subjects 
of Great Britain, for the Tamil returns periodically to India with his 
earnings, thus enriching to that extent the presidency of Madras ; 
while it and Bengal are further enriched by the large sums (about yj 
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millions sterling) sent over annually from Cevlon to purchase food for her 
immigrant population, the land under grain in Ceylon not producing 
enough for her indigenous population. I say the labourers are free ; 
free to come and free to go, free to engage themselves to one miater or 
another, free to leave hia service when tired of it, or to re-engage with 
him if thev prefer, free to settle in the country or to leave it, without 
let or hindrance from any quarter. Yetthe Britiah Government never 
think it worth their while to have a report on Ceylon, unless it be to 
impose on her fresh taxation, and then they send a commission! The 
Jaat they sent has ever sinc: cost us £160,000 a-year, and we want no 
more on the same terms. 

Forty years ago Ceylon was little more than a mere military de- 
pendency ; and, even thirty-five years ago, four ships carried away all 
its produce. Since then, the great coffee enterprise hig sprang 
up, and gradually developed itself, till now we frequently see forty 
ships of large tonnage at one time in its roada; and Ceylon has risen 
to be the third largest coffee-producing country in the world. The 
only two coontries that exceed her in quantity (and none equal her in 
quality) are Brazil aod Java. Cinnamon aleo and cocoanuta are among 
our staple productions. The former was for a long time a Government 
monopoly, iu which atate it was a legacy left us by the Dutch. But 
the trade languished under the restrictions imposed, and. by these 
being retained too long, it had almost passed out of our hands, an 
equally suitable spice, cassia, which was found to grow well in Java, 
having toa large extent taken its place. The too tardy removal ot 
export duties did not revive it, and for a number of yeira the trade 
maintained buta bare existence. It has, however, of late years re- 
vived ; but for the moment is again overdone. Plumbago has also 
risen greatly in favour of late years, and now a large trade is done io 
this article. Salt is stilla Government monopoly, and ia one of the 
sources of our revenue; although it. is hoped the growing spirit of free 
trade will soon remove the ro-trict’ons upon that article, and leave it 
open for use even as a manure. Cucoa grows well, but has not yet been 
cultivated as an article of commerce. ‘I'obacco grows freely in several 
districts of the island, and those who are judges pronounce it very 
good. Sugar has been tried, but has not been found to answer. Essen- 
tial oils have heen growfi to a considerable extent, the qualily of which 
are considered very superior. This produce is almost entirely ex- 
ported to London. Chinchona has also lately been tried, and the 
amount of quinine extracted from its tark has been so favourably 
reported on that it will most likely soon add another to our industries. 
Silk ia attracting favourable attention, successful experiments having 
been made by amateurs, which are being continued on a larger scale 
under the fostering care of the Government. Tea has been tried ex- 
perimentally, and the quality has proved so good that clearings are 
now being opened on a scale that justifies the expectation that it will 
goon rival coffee as a rtaple product. If success crown the intended 
experiments now being gone into, there is abundance of land in the 
country, in the moat delightful climates, too elevated for coffee, which 
will be availatle to the producers of the sister beverage tea. Maize 
and rice are also grown, but not in quantity nearly sufficient for the 
wants of the population. Large sums are now being annually voted 
by the Government to repair old tanks and improve reservoirs and 
watercources for irrigation purposes, so as to ensure and extend this 
cultivation, and it is hoped that, by these means, in a few years, 
enough food may be grown for local consumption. At present, how- 
ever, although all these industries exist, our great staple, coffee, is 
king, for of it the exports are equal to four-fifths of the whole ex+ 
ports of the country. 

The commerce of a country is, of course, the result of its products ; 
and, as I lave stated these as concisely as possible under that head, 
there is little left for me here but just to note the progress the island 
has made since it became a commercial conatry. If we takea retro- 
spect over only a period of fifteen years, we shall find that, during that 
time, the tonnage of shippiag entered and cleared at our ports has in- 
creased 100 per cent.; that coffee has increased 140 per cent. ; 
cocoanuts have increased 33 per cent. ; cinnamon has increased 180 | 
per cent. ; and plumbago has increased 800 per cent. If we go back 
twenty-five yeara we shall find our great staple, coffee, has increased 
during that time over 500 percent. ; forin 1845 it was only in its 
infancy. In that year we shipped 178,603 cwts. ; in 1870, we shipped 
1,019,242 cwts. ; and as coffee has been already shown to equal four- 
fifths of the whole exports of the country, we may fairly look upon it 
asthe motive power which has thas far propelled the island's pro-

THE NEW JAVA TARIFF. 


(SHIPPING AND MERCANTILE GAZETTE.) 


We learn that the Statcs General of Holland have recently adopted | 
a new tariff for the Dutch East Indies, and have agreed at the 3 





time to abolish differ. ntial dutics. This law, it is further stated, will 
come into operation from the lst of January, 1874, and will be ex- 
tremely favourable, inasmuch as under it duty on certain articles of 
British manufacture which now pay 2U per cent. will then pay only 6 
percent. From the brief announcement which has appeared of this 
very important amendment in the Dutch law, it would seem that the 
Staten General have not only decided upon a reduction of the East 
Indian tariff, but that it is the intention to open the trade with the 
Netherlands possessions In that part of the world by the abolition of 
the difli rental dutics. Our relations with Holland in this matter have 
long bccn peculiar, and by no means satisfactory. By existing treaties 
the Goserumcnt of the Netherixnds have consented to place British 
ships ostensibly on the same feoting as Dutch vessels; but, in cffect, in 
consequc bce of the regulations of the Dutch East India Company, 
whose pTivileges were expressly reserved by treaty, our ships have 
been excladed from the trade of the Spice Islands, while the 
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Treaty of March, 1824, sanctions the levy of double differential 
daties in the Dutch ports of the Eastern Seas. This has 
long been a subject of complaint against Holland. In October, 
1837, we concluded another Treaty with the Netherlands, by which 
national treatment of «hips in tie direct trade between the coun- 
tries was tnatually conceded, but there has always been a d:sp sition on 
the pirt of the Dutch to reserve their colonial trade, but especially the 
Eastern trade of the Netherlands, to Dutch vessels. In this trade the 
Dutel flag has at all times enjoyed protection. If, therefore, the new 
law—which, as we learn, has just received the assent of the States 
General—provides for the opening of this trade by the abolition of 
the diff-rential duties hitherto levied upon the foreign flag, the change 
will prove, no doubt, of great conseqnence. Our trade with the Dutch 
Possessions in the Atlantic—the Dutch West In‘lies and Dutch Guiana 
—is of trifling importance. Our trade with Java was valued in 1871 
at about £2,000,000 sterling. If this trade was done in the face of im- 
port duties ranging to 20 per cent. and upwards, and hampered by a 
system of differential duties, it is but natural to expect a considerable 
expansion under the remissicns provided for by tbe recent law. Hitherto 
a foreign ship looking for a charter at Batavia for Europe might get one, 
it is true, but not so long as there was a Dutch ship to compete with . 
her, Notwithstanding, the sugar, coffee, and rice of the Island of 
Java are products sufficiently valuable and sufficiently in request in 
Europe to take forcign shipping to Batavia in search of them. Where, 
howevor, there is, in addition to differential duties, heavy import 
charges on articles of British origin, it was impossible that a trade so 
circumstanced could develop. Hitherto it seems to have contented the 
Dutch—liberal in other respects, and greatly concerned for the expan- 
sion of their over-sca tra‘le—to work the trade between Holland and 
the Dutch East Indies under the Dutch flag, and to make as large a 
revenue for these poxscasions as could be collected! by means of a heavy 
aystem of import duties. The Netherlands Governinent and the States 
General appear to have become sudilenly ulive to the necessity of chang- 
ing this policy, and hence the new luw. From and after the Ist of 
Junuary, 1874, therefore, our cottons, linens, silks, &c., will find a 
market in the Dutch East Indies, from which they have been virtually 
excluded ; and if we read the statement respecting the new law aright, 
from the same time British vessels will be able to take freights from 
Batavia, and the other ports of the Dutch islands, on the same terins as 
Duteh ships. Ifthis be so, we have lived to see the last remnaat of the 
old Maritime policy of the Netherlands swept away—a policy originally 
prompted by jealousy of England, and which for neacly 200 years was 
met, on our part, by the adoption of a similar law. 





Monetary and Commercial. 


A special meeting of the shareholders of the Oriental Bank Cor- 
poration is called for the 30th January, to consider the Bill pro- 
posed to be introduced into Parliament for the extension of the 
Bank's Charter. 

Further suspensions of firms in the North have been reported, 
including Messrs. Wiseman, Dunlop, and Co., of Manchester and 
London, commission merchants in the East Indian trade, with 
liabilities estimated at about £250,000 ; Mr. W. H. Glover, manu- 
facturer, with liabilities representing £12,000); and Mr. Isaacs 
Leech Stott, of Rochdale, with liabilities £49000. The failure 
is also announced of Messrs. John Samuels and Co., of Manchester, 
merchants in the Indian and China trade. The bad and very un- 
remunerative state of the Eastern trade for some time past has 
been the cause of their suspension. The extent of the liabilitieg 
of the firm is not known definitely, but it is understood to be 
about £90,000. There are wild rumours as to many other large 
firms. 

In another column will be found a report of a meeting of the 
creditors of Messrs. Bowles Bros., held last week, in Paris. Mr. ° 
Robert Bowles will be again brought up at the Mansion House 
Police-court on the 31st inst., when it is expected the magisterial 
investigation into the charge of fraud made against him will be 
completed. 

The official liquidators of the London, Bombay, and Mediter- 
ranean Bank (Limited) have, with the sanction of Vice-Chan- 
cellor Wickens, declared a fourth dividend of 1s. in the pound 
(making 5s. 6d. in the pound). 

At a meeting of the proprietors of the Land Mortgage Bank of 
India (Limited), the directors’ report, which was summarised in 
our last issue, was agreed to. 

The payment is announced of a dividend for the past six months 
of 10s. per share in the Imperial Ottoman Bank, being the highest 
amount allowed by the statutes. 

A general meeting of the proprietors of the London Joint-Stock 
Bank is called for the 16th prox., to declare a dividend. 

Ata mecting of the Lebong Tea Company (Limited) an in- 
terim dividend was declared for the six months at the rate of 10 
per cent. per annum, free of income-tax. 

The directors of the Assam Company have resolved to pay an 
interim dividend of 5 per cent. or £1 per share, to shareholders 
registered on the 31st inst.
